sonally responsible for the pajment of 
Miss Brown's wages during tiie time she 
remained unemployed. 
A number of 
witnesses were sworn in the case, and it 
was something of a surprise when the 
jury rendered a verdict in favor of Mies 
Brown for $67.50. 
On a previous trial 
the jury disagreed. 
The case will prob- 
ably be appealed.

VESSELS WRECKED! A MENIAL WRECK ! 


Yesterday^« Storm Plays Fearful Havoc 


on the Lakes and Many Vessels 


Go to Pieces, 


MABQUETTB, Mich., 
Oct. 
24.—The 
storm of yesterday was almost an exact 
parallel, in intensity and direction of 
wind and amount of snow fall, of that 
which caused such havoc on November 
17 of last year. 
It set in at daylight 
yesterday. 
The wind blew northeast to 
northv est, forty-five miles an hour all 
day, while the blinding snow storm 
raged, making the gale very dangerous 
on vessels. 


The Alva Bradley struck at about the 
same place a little before the Sherman, 
and Captain Gifford thinks her crew all 
escaped. 
The Sherman left Sault at 7 
a. m., on Saturday and was struck by 
the storm this side of Whitefish. 
She 
attempted to come about to clear the 
south point, but was driven hard on the 
rocky beach. 
Seeing the schooner was 
lost the crew tooK to the boat. 


When the shore was reached the cap- 
tain was dashed sgainet the rocks and 
badly stunned, but was pulled ashore by 
the others and ail were saved. 
They 
struck the beach at 3:30 p. m., kept 
wandering around in the woods until 
6 o'clock in the biii ding snow, almost 
dead from exhaufetion, dragging 
the 
woman cook on a litter. 
When they 
reached the railroad track they flagged 
an ore tram, bound for Marquette. The 
Sherman was loaded with coal ana will 
doubtless be a total wreck. 


The Alva Bradley was coal laden and 
was consigned to the railro: d company 
here. 
She went ashore before the Sher- 
man. 
Captain Giflford said she is on 
head first apparently easy. 
He thinks 
the crew got ofl' as it was only a few rods 
to the shore, 
Ee saw nothing of the 
crew, but could not stop to hunt for 
them, becaui^e of the condition of his 
own men. 
Nothing is seen of their 
small boats and it is believed the crew of 
the Bradley are roaming around in the 
woods iu the terrible storm. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 24.—A large 
vessel is going to pieces on the beach at 
Noble village, about ten miles east of 
this city. 
The waves are beating the 
ship to pieces and the crew is lashed to 
the rigging. 
Life saving crews have 
rowed to the scene. 
Word of the disas- 
ter has just been received and no par- 
ticulars are known.

IS SHE. DEAD ? 


Lnella Mabbitt Is ^Searched for at Fort 


Worth and Chlcagro—The Del- 


phi Lynchers in an Un- 


certain Mood. 


DELPHI, Ind., Oct. 24.—The lynching 
of Amer Green is the sole topic of con- 
versation here. Governor Gray's procla- 
mation censuring the sherifl of Cass 
county for permitting the lynching and 
the uncertainty of Green's guilt have 
created something like a panic. 


When the leader of the mob told 
Green he must either produce Lnella 
Mabbitt or die, the doomed man called 
for Mr. Mabbitt, the father of the miss- 
ing girl, and, standing face to face with 
him, stated that Lnella was alive and 
living with a man named Samuel Pane 
at Fort Worth, Texas. 


This statement haunts the authors of 
his death and the stern demand of the 
governor for the arrest and conviction of 
the principals in the affair puts the peo- 
ple about Delphi in an uncertain mood. 


It is said the governor has detectives 
at work in the Mabbitt neighborhood. 
It is also said that Green's attorney will 
press an investigation. 
Judge Gould 
said, to-day, that he would call the 
grand jury to meet in special session to 
investigate 
the matter 
on Wednes- 
day. 


FT. WORTH, Tex , Oct. 24.—Telegrams 
from several papers were received here 
stating that Amer Green (lynched at 
Delphi, Ind.,) stated that Luella Mab- 
bitt, the girl supposed to be murdered 
by him was alive and living in Fort 
VH orth. 
Reporters were soon at work 
on the case, and enlisted the police force 
and other officials in the search. 
No 
one by the name of Sam Payne was 
found to be living in this place now. but 
such a man had lived here for several 
months, leaving Fort Worth early in 
September. 
He resided with a woman, 
who, to all appearances, was his wife. 
She 
was 
some 
twenty 
years 
of 
age, 
of 
medium 
height, 
^ and a 
buxom woman. 
The couple hved on 
lower Rusk street, and were good peo- 
ple. 
A neighbor, Mrs. Orr, stated to a 
reporter that Mrs. Payne had told her in 
friendly conversation that her maiden 
name was Luella Merritt. 
Mrs. Orr is 
positive that Mrs. Payne did not say 
"Mabbitt," but said "Merritt." 
Mrs. 
Payne said further that she had come to 
Fort Worth from Indianapolis, and had 
been raised in Indiana. 
The Paynes 
lived here from February of this year. 
Payne was an expert clock and watch 
repairer, and visited the little towns 
through the country, working at his 
trade. 
Early in September his health 
began to fail, and Mrs, Payne told neigh- 
bors they were going to Chicago to 
live, where Mr. Payne had a brother in 
business in a butter house on Wabash 
avenue. 
Mrs. Payne hj»d dark grey 
eyes, brown hair, and fair complexion, 
and while lady-like seemed to be coun- 
try bred. None of the neighbors noticed 
anything that smacked of the myster- 
ious about the couple, and never heard 
either one allude to the Greens, nor to 
any trouble in Indiana. 
Mrs. Orr, who 
seems to have been most intimate with 
Mrs. Luella Payne, says she understood 
from the lady that her parents were 
both dead, and that she had married 
Payne in Indianapolis. 
The Greens 
were both lodged in Fort Worth jail 
while on the way to Delphi, and neither 
of them at the time made any claim that 
Luella Mabbitt was alive, or lived in 
Fort Worth, and the statement made 
liere by the officer was that the body of 
Luella Mabbitt had been found in a 
creek near her home. 


AT OHTOAGO. 


The Sunday Times says: 
Efiorts were made early this morning 
by reporters for the Times to locate the 
brother of Payne, whom she is supposed 
to bo visiting in Cliicago. 
One gentle- 
man by the name of Payne, living on 
the west side, who was in a proper rage 
at being roused out of a warm bed at 2 
a. m., irately informed the reporter that 
he "never had a brother," and alto- 
gether the search was fruitless. 


GBEBN'S BLAOK BEOOBD. 


DELPHI, Ind., Oct. 24.—In connec- 
tion with the tragic death of Green the 
diary kept by him, covering a period of 
fifteen years, shows the records of his 
amours, including the names of girls 
and women who have always been above 
suspicion. 
Prior to the Mabbitt sensa- 
tion Green had the reputation of being 
a 
shameless 
libertine. 
He 
had 
blighted the life of a young girl and 
then taken refuge in flight. His victim 
afterward died, and the child never re- 
ceived any assistance from him. 
He 
had also taken another young girl from 
that neighborhood and kept her impris- 
oned from her parents for weeks before 
he allowed her to return to her home in 
disgrace. 
But no one would ever have 
been able to form even a fair conception 
of his infamy were it not for the record, 
written by Green's own hand, which 
was found in his trunk at Young Amer- 
ica after be disappeared last August. 
According to bis own computation, in 
this time he has deliberately accom- 
plished the ruin of sixty-five girls and 
married women. In this time he had 
lived in several states. 


THE DEAD MUBDBBBB. 


LOGANSPOBT, Oct. 24.—The remains 
were forwarded to the home of Green's 
mother, in Hebron, Ohio, last night, 
where they will formally be laid to rest 
by a decent burial. The casket contain- 
ing the remains is A fiine one, oonBtmot- 


ed of mahogany, with silver handles and 
trimmings. 
On the plate of the coflin 
is engraved, in large letters, the words, 
"Rest in Peace." 
The clothing which 
Green wore while down in Texas for 
some 
time, 
when 
captured, 
and 
durmg 
his prison life, 
still 
cover- 
ed his 
large 
and symetrical 
form 
when the remains were brought to this 
city. 
These also were sent to the moth- 
er with the body 
Saturday 
night. 
Many expressions of surprise and as- 
tonishment were heard from the view- 
ers of the remains last evening concern- 
ing the deceased criminal's manly form 
imd innocent face, and in this connec- 
tion it may not be amiss lo say that 
Green's figure, carriage, and outward 
appearance was such as to easily belie 
his innermost thoughts and the workings 
of his mind. 
The coroner's verdict is, 
that the deceased came to his death by 
violence by unknown persons.

AN Iowa man who has spent four-

His invention is 
simply an oscillating head with chisel 
edges uiid projecting lips, which cut 
out the corners in advance of the 
chisel. The rest of the machine is an 
almost exact counterpart of the old- 
style boring ,machine. It will cut a '2 
by 4 mortise in from four to five min- 
utes, with perfect accuracy, that a car- 
genter cannot complete in less than 
half an hour. 


A SUCCESSFUL experiment has been 
made at Bellevue Hospital with a tele- 
phone probe for the location of bullets. 
A man who received a bullet in his body 
while attempting a burglary was the 
subject. A small steel plate was placed 
on the mun's leg. To one end of this 
was attached an insulated wire con- 
nected with a telephone receiver, which 
in turn was connected with another 
wire, at the end of which was a prob- 
ing-needle. 
This needle was inserted 
in the wound, and an electric current 
established. 
The needle was pushed 
iu through the wound until a slight 
clicking sound, heard by the operating 
surgeon, who held the receiver at his 
ear, notilied him that the current had 
been broken by the needle touching the 
bullet sought for. 
I'urther probing 
showed that the bullet had been cor- 
rectly located in the man's liver. The 
probe used is an improvement on that 
of l^rof. Bell, with which it was sought 
to locate the bullet in President Gar- 
field's body, but which failed because, 
as Prof. Jiell explained, it was too 
crudely conatructed. 


THE re-entrance of Senator Sherman 
Into the field of presidential candidates 
recalls a story which possesses the 
merit of being true. In the Repub- 
lican convention of 1880 Mr. Sherman's 
candidacy was for a day or two the 
stumbling-block before Gen. Grant. 
When it became evident that Sherman 
could not be nominated the wires were 
burdened with dispatches urging him 
to withdraw in somebody else's favor. 
To all these appeals he made no re- 
sponse. 
Among the telegraph opera- 
tors in the buildiiif? was one, a violent 
partisan of Grant. He conceived the 
daring fraud of forging a dispatch com- 
ing from the Senator and advising his 
friends to support Gtn. Grant. The 
operator (ialculated that iu the whirling 
excitement of the convention the au- 
thenticity of the dispatch would not be 
questioned, and even if it were discov- 
ered to be a foTs^ery 
afterward it 
would be too late to repair the error. 
The operator wrote out the bogus tele- 
gram, copied and enveloped it, and 
handed it to a bov to be delivered to 
Sherman's manager — and then his 
nerve failed. He called the boy back 
and tore the dispatch uo. 


MI:s. C A P T . BL.\CK, wife of the chief 
counsel for the anarchists; tells an in- 
teresting story as to how Nina Van 
Zandt fell in love with August Spies: 
"When the case came to trial Judge 
Gary, as a sort of protection to him- 
self, invited a number of women to sit 
beside him on the bench.

It was at Goodwood on cup day, the 
next greatest racing 
event to the 
Derby, and England, as seen there,was 
at its best. 
Half the aristocracy of the 
kingdom seemed to be gathered in and 
about the face course. 
They were 
taking their lunch on the greensward 
in true rural style. The Prince of 
Wales had finished his repast and 
walked up to the railing, glass in hand, 
to take a look at the horses just coming 
out of the most important race of the 
meeting. He had taken a good look 
and dgropped his glasses by his side 
when the American 
sporting man 
stepped up, tapped the future king on 
the shoulder, and said: "I am an 
American and would like to shake 
hands with you."

XHB importance or lorestry manage- 
ment in the estimation of older na- 
tions, better skilled than we are in eco 
nomic administration, appears in a vol- 
ume of Consul reports extending to 315 
pages, lately published by the Depart- 
ment of ¡State. The reports cover the 
particulars of government control and 
management of forests in Austria-Hun- 
gary, Germany, France, 
Italy, and 
Switzerland, and are full of matter of 
great interest to students of the sub- 
ject in this country. 
Consul General 
Jussen reports that no proper returns 
are published in Austria-Hungary of 
the profits of Government forests for 
the whole empire, but for Bohemia 
alone the clear annual profit is about 
14,000,000 
florins. The net income 
from the Prussian State forests. Con- 
sul General Eaine reports, stands at 
about 24,000,000 marks annually. The 
French net annual income is about U>,- 
000,000 francs, as reported by Consul 
Eoosevelt. 
Consul (General Alden re- 
ports that it is impossible to give trust- 
worthy figures of the revenue and cost 
of forestry in Italy. 
According to 
Consul General Winchester the Swiss 
Confederation derives no revenue from 
forests. 
The total value of yield from 
cantonal forests, however, is about 33,- 
000,000 francs, and the returns from 
the Canton of Zurich show a nearly 
three-fold increase of profit yielded 
during a period of fifty years of culti- 
vation—from 31.2s francs per hectare 
(nearly two and a half acres) in 1830- 
,'40 to 90.58 francs in lcS7u-'/\^'. 
Add to 
this the provxsiou of usefnl and whole- 
some employment for great numbers 
of the ])opulation—the n imber of for- 
est officers of all grades being about 
Vi.OOO in Austria alone-

versitj of Cambridge at 18. 


John Bright vas never at anv schocy 
a day after he was 15 years old. 


Gladstone was in Parliament at 2Qi 
and at 2i was Lord of the Treasury. 


Lork Bacon graduated at Cambridge 
when 16, and was called to the bar 21. 


Peel was in Parliament at 21, and 
Palmerston was Lord of the Admiralty 
at 2o. 


Fenry Clay was in the Senate of the 
United States at 29, contrary to the 
Constitution. 


John Hamptan, after graduating at 
Oxford, was a student at law iu the 
Inner Temj^le at 19. 


Gustavus Adolphus ascended the 
throne at 16, 
Before he was Si ho was 
one of the great rulers of Europe. 


Judge Story was at Harvard at 15, in 
Congress at 29, and Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States at 32. 


Martin Luther had become largely 
distinguished at 24, and at 56 had 
reached the top-most round of his world- 
Avide fame. 


ConJe conducted a memorable cam- 
paign at 17, and at 22 he, and Turenne 
also, were of the most illustrious men 
of their time. 


Webster was in college at 15, gave 
earnest of his great future before he 
was 25, and at 30 was the peer of the 
ablest man in Congress. 


William H. Seward commenced the 
practice of law at 21, at 31 was Presi- 
dent of a State convention and at 37 
Governor of New York. 


Washington was a distinguished 
colonel iu the army at 21, early in pub- 
lic affairs; commander of the forces at 
42 and President at 57. 


Maurice, of Saxony, died at 32, con- 
ceded to have been one of the pro- 
foundest statesman and one the ablest 
generals which Christeudcm had seen. 


Napoleon at 25 commanded the army 
of Italy, 
At 3U he was not only one of 
the most illustrious generals of all time, 
but one of the great law-givers of the 
worliL 
At 46 he saw Waterloo. 


Th« great Leo X. was Pope at 38; 
having linished his academic training 
he took the office of Cardinal at 18— 
only twelve mouths younger than was 
Charles James Fox when he entered 
Parliament. 


Only one civilian out of the Presi- 
dents of this country gained his first 
election after he was 60, and that one 
was James Buchanan. 
The chance foi 
the Presidency after 60 is small and 
growing less. 


William Pitt entered the university 
at 14, was Chancellor of the Exchequer 
at 22, Prime Minister at 24, and so con- 
tinued for twenty years, and when 35 
was the most powerful uncrowned head 
in Europe, 


From the earliest years of Queen 
Elizabetli to the latest of Queen Victoria 
England has luul scarce an able states- 
man who did not leave the university 
by the time he was 20, and many ol 
them left at an earlier age. 


The late Lord Beacon iield left the 
cloister and entered the great worlt? 
early, as did John Bright, and com- 
menced his politico! career by writing 
a book at 17, in which ho predicted that 
he would be Prime Minister, 


Hamilton was in King's College at 16; 
when 17 he made a notable address on 
public afiairs to the citizens of New 
York; at 2J he was entrusted with a 
most important mission to Gen. Gates; 
was in Congre.s8 at ¿5, and Secretary of 
the Treasury at 32. 


John Quin^'v Adams, at the age of 14, 
was secretary to Mr. Dana, then Min- 
ister at the Kiissian Court; at 30 he was 
himself Minister to Prussia; at 35 ha 
Avas Minister to liussia; at 48 he waa 
Minister to England, at 56 he was 
Secretary of the State, and President 
at 57, 


There have been tv,^enty-two Presi- 
dents of the United btates. 
Five of 
them wei-e elected at 57, and six at- 
tained that great office before the age 
of 50. 
Three military men past 60 have 
been elected. 
Two died very soon, 
and the other was Gen. Jackson, and 
he was 61 when elected.

The Oldest H n «n ZatÛl 


James James, a negro and citizen of 
the United States, who resides at Santa 
Eosa, Mexico, is probably the oldest 
man on earth. 
He was born near Dor- 
chester, S. C., in 1752, and while an 
infant was removed to Medway Kiver, 
Ga., in the same year that Franklin 
brought 
down electricity 
from the 
thunder clouds. In 1772 there was 
quite an immigration into South Caro- 
lina and his master, James James (from 
whom he takes his name) moved near 
Charleston, S. C., in company with a 
number of his neighbors. 
On June 4, 
1776, when 24 years of age, a large 
British fleet, under Sir Peter Parker, 
arrived oiT Charleston. 
The citizens 
had erected a palmetto-Avood fort on 
Sullivan's Island, with tÂventy-six guns, 
manned by 500 troops, under Col. Moul- 
trie, and on June 28, the British made 
an attack by land and water, and were 
compelled to withdraw after a ten- 
hours' conflict. It was during 
this 
fight that Sergeant Jasper distinguished 
himself by replacing the flag, which 
had been shot aAA'ay upon the bastion, 
on a new statf. 
His master, 
James 
James, manned one of the guns in this 
fight, and Jim, with four other slaves, 
were employed around the fort as gen- 
eral laborers. Jim followed his master 
throughout the war, and Avas with Gen. 
Moultrie at Port Royal, S. C., Feb. 3, 
1779, when Moultrie defeated the com- 
bined British forces of Provost and 
Campbell. 
His master 
was surren- 
dered bv Gen. Lincoln at Charleston, S. 
C., on Feb. 12, 1780, to the British 
forces, and this ends Jim's military 
career. 


He remembers of the rejoicing in 1792 
throughout the country in consequence 
of Washington's election to the Presi- 
dency, he then being 40 years of age. 
In tliia year his first master died, aged 
about 60 years. 
Jim then became the 
property of "Marse Henry" (Henry 
James), owning large estates and about 
thirty slaves, near Charleston. 
On ao- 
connt of having raised "Marse Henry" 
Jim was a special favorite with his mas- 
ter and was allowed to do as he chose. 
His second master, Henry died in 1815, 
about 55 years of age, and Jim, now at 
63 years of age, became the property 
of James James, Henry's second son. 
In 1833 the railroad from Charleston 
to Savannah Avas completed, then the 
longest railroad in the world, and Jim, 
with his ma.ster, took a trip over the 
road, and was shown special favors on 
account of his age, now 81. 
James 
James was 10 years of age at his father's 
death, and when he became of age in- 
herited large estates, slaves, etc., among 
whom were "old Uncle Jim" and his 
family. 
James James lived in South 
Carolina until 1855, Avhen he moved to 
Texas Avith all his slaves. 
Jamf^s de- 
sired that his slaves should be free at 
his death, and in 1858 moved into 
Mexico, so that they could be free be- 
fore his death. 
James returned to the 
United States and died in Texas, and 
in 1865, after there was no longer 
slaves in the United States, Uncle Jim's 
children and grandchildren returned 
to the United States. 
Five years ago, 
at the age of 130, Jim could do light 
chores, but subsisted mostly by contri- 
])ution8 from the citizens, but for the 
past two years, not being able to walk, 
he remain.s for the most part in his 
little jacal, his wants being supplied 
•by generous neighbors. 
The rheuma- 
tism in his legs prevents him from

The Oldest »oe«Eartk. 


James Jame«, a degro and citizen of 


the I nited State*, who resides at tianta 
lioaa, Mexico, it pri'liablr the oldest 
man on earth. He was lorn near Dor- 
chehttr, 8. C., in 1752, and while an 
infant waa rumored to Medwav Hirer, 
Ua, in the same rear that Franklin 
brought do^L electricity frmn the 
thunder clouds 
In 177.! there was 


quite an immigration into South Caro- 
lina ai.d hi* master, Jaines James (from 
whom he takes his name) tiiored near 
Churleston, H. C., in company with a 
number of his neighbors. On June 4, 
177G, 
when 24 years of age, a larpe 


UritHU deet, under Sir Peter Parker, 
arrived olf Charleston. Tiie c tuens 
had erected a palmetto-wool furt on 
Kullivan'H Inland, with twenty-six guns, 
manned by WH) troops, under Col. Monl- 
trie, and on June 2H, the I'.ritish made 
an attack by land and water, and were 
com I* Jed tu withdraw afU'r a ten- 
hours' conflict 
It waa during this 


fight tint Sergeant Ja^perdistinguishedl 
lunwlf by replacing the flsg, which 
had IM'«U shot away upon the bastion, 
on a now staff. 
His maater, James 


J-me1*, manned one of the guns in this 
fight, and Jim, with four other si STBS, 
were etnploved around the fort as Ren- 
era! laborers. Jim followed his master 
throughout the war, and was with Gen. 
Monlthftat Port Itojal, 8. C.. Feb. 3, 
1779, 
when Moult He defeated the com- 


bined liritish forces of Provost and 
CamplielL 
His master was surren- 


dered by (.en. Lincoln at Charleston, S. 
C., on Feb. 12, 17HO, to the Britiah 
force*, and this ends Jim'a military 
career. 


He remembers of the rejoicing in 1792 


throughout the country in consequence 
of Washington a election to the Presi- 
dency, he then being 40 years of age. 
In this year his first master died, aged 
alrout (>0 years. Jim then became the 
S 


roperty of "Marse Uenry* (Henry 
atneai, owning larg* estates and about 


thirty slaves, near Charleston. On a\c- 
connt of having raised "Mara* Henry" 
Jim was a special favorite with his maa- 
ter and waa allowed to do at be chose. 
His second maater, Henry died in 1815, 
abjut 55 years of age, and Jim, now at 
C3 years of age, became the property 
of James James. Henry's wionJ son. 
In 1K33 the railroad from Charleston 
to Savannah was compMcd. then the 
longest railroad in the *orld, and Jim, 
with his master, took a trip orer the 
road, and was shown upr-cial faTors on 
account of his sge, now 81. Jsues 
James was 10 years of age athia father's 
death, and when he te-ame of age in- 
herited large estates, slares, etc., among 
whom were "old Uucle Jim" and hia 
family. Jaroes James lived in South 
Carolina until 1855. when he moved to 
Texas with all his slaves Jam-s de- 
sired tliat his slaves should l« free at 
his death, and in 
1KT>S mored into 


Mexico, so that they could t« free be- 
fore his death. James returned to the 
United States and died in Teiaa, and 
in 
1NG5, after thtre was no longer 


slaves in Ihe United States. Uncle .Tim's 
children and grandchildren returned 
to the United Statnu. Fi*e years ago, 
at the age of 13fl, Jim coull do light 
chorea, but snb«i*ted mostly by contri- 
butions from the citizens, but for the 
past two year4, not being able to walk. 
he remain* for the most part in his 
little jacal, his wants being supplied 
l>y generoua neighbor*. The rheuma- 
tism in his legs prevents him from 
walking, but yet he has 
sufficient
